Idea which we have, Sie, of your Magnami- 
nity, makes us entertain very ftrong Hopes 
of it, and take Pleafure in flattering our 
feives, that the Return of Peace will not on- 
ly procure Quiet to us, but likewife the Ho- 
nour of your Favour. Wesindulge this Ex-~ 
ion- the more, becaufe the War has di- 
minifhed nothing of the profound Refpect 
which we have Se your Majefty; On the 
contrary, we find our fetves moved with a 
real Inclination and new Eatneftnefs to re- 
cover that Advantage, and to fee that good 
Underftanding revived which formerly made 
the greaceft Part of our Happynefs. Ifit de- 
peal: only on our Endeavours to acquire it, 
we will omit none, as well in che exaé&t Ob, 
fervation of the Treaties, as in whatever 
elfé may moft effcdtually demonftrare the 
Defire we have to live with your Majefty in 
perfea& good Correfpondence.
